The gentleman in a big box all to Jiim- 


aelf in the center of tho theater is Lie ex- 
cellency the president. No Spanish enter- 
tainment ' is complete without its presi- 
dent. The curtain, may not rise till his 
excellency' has taken his seat; the actors' 
may not respond to a call or an encore if 
the president is not agreeable, and does 
not flutter the big playbill before him in 
token of his acquiescence. The box to the 
right is tho lawful property of the censor, 
•who, like moat Spunnh autbontics in Cu- 
ba, rarely pays .for his pleasure. He ii ex- 
tremely uttuble and condescending with 
everybody before the curtain, though so 
stern and. unyielding behind the- scsnes. 
His .daughters, charming- young ladies, 
aro with him, and 'flirt freely with .the nu- 
merous Folios, as tho youth of ,Cubi are 
called, who come to pay their homage. 
That stall in the center of the pit is occu- 
pied-by the editor of tho Diario, a Cuban 
daily paper, whoso politics and local infor- 
mation are strongly diluted by censorial 
ink, andjwhichiis, therefore, unintelligible 
and devoid of interest. The editor of tho 
Diarto is extremely lenient m his reports 
of theatrical entertainments, and ou him 
the 
manager, at 
< least 
may always 


rely. 
His 
contemporary and 
rival, 


the editor of the Redactor, government or- 
gan, is seated in a stall near, his Excel- 
lency the Governor Genera), who is en- 
throned in a wide stage-box, and is dress- 
ed in full uniform, covered with orders. 
His EioeUeBcy is accompanied by an aide- 
de-camp and » halt a dozen bronze-faced, 
heavily-bearded officers, all of whom are 
more or. less ladened with orders, crosses 
and other military decorations 
Ia the 


bend of the theatre are the boxes of the 
English and American Consuls. But what 
are those mysterious enclosures with trcl- 
liswork before them, on either side of the 
proscenium? Thoao are]special private 
boxes for the use of persons or families 
who arc BtiH in a state of h.ilf mourning, 
and may not yet expose themselves to 
public bcrutiny. But these boxes are not 
always occupied by mourners, whispers 
Tunicu, in great confidence. There are a 
certain class, ho tells ine, who wear a kind 
of half-mourning, which never becomes 
out of fashion; these are the half cast or 
quadroons, who daro not be seen in pub- 
lic with acknowledged white pcoplo. The 
gallery ia as usual devoted to soldiers, 
t-iiilora and persons of slender means, and 
in the extreme backgiound are a few 
benches set apart for the exclusive accom- 
modation of mulatto grrls and negroes of 
both sexes, most of whom aro elegantly 
attired, for coloied pcoplo aro scrupulous 
in their dress on all public occasions. 


After the overture—a medley of Cuban 


dance music and Spanish fandango, play- 
ed -upon ordinary instruments by black 
musicians—a big jbell, to summon all 
stragglers to (heir places, is heard, the cur- 
tain is raised, and tbe performance begins. 
There is nothing peculiar in a Cuban dra- 
ma except that no allusion to political 
maters is mad", and that the protane and 
immoral ure somewhat freely indulged in. 
The comic players perplex the prompter 
with inordinate" gagging, and delight in 
personalities with occupants of the orches- 
tra and pit. There is much applause 
when the comic man shuffles through the 
channga—a popular negro dance, difficult 
of performance, and shouts of laughter are 
produced in the scene between a Yankee 
who speaks very broken Spanish, and 
lady who speaks Spanish with the approv- 
ed Cuban accent. ,It ia an enthusiastic 
and exoitable audience. 


Thejvcntirely, now drama is, a complete 


success, owing to the realistic performance 
o£ tho famous star irom old Spain. That 
gentleman in on the point of breaking a 
blood-vessel in. his effort to impersonate 
the convulsive thief; but he is saved by 
the doctor la the private Dot, who is sud- 
den summoned to the actor's dressing 
room. This interesting incident makes a 
deep impression .npon the gymputhizin^ 
, public,,aiid greatly increases the' interes 
of the drama. Then the curtain is lower 
ed amidst rapturous applause, and call: 
for the infirm,player, who is presently lei 
on the.stage, supported, by one of the com 
pany and the doctor. In the following 
act the slur astonishes his audence by i 
vivid icpreseutation of a detected thie:

A correspondent of the Chicago Tribune 


writes as follows in reference to tho" won- 
.erful deposit of COA\ at Evanston, in 
Wyoming: 


Tho nearest statioa 011 the railroad is 
ivaDSton, but there is a telegraph station 
ailed Almy, at the mine, theluttcr being 
onnected with the main track by a rail- 
^oad 11,000 feet long, built at a cost of 
•75,000. Almy is precisely half way be- 
wecn Omaha and San IVancisco—nine 
lundred and fifty-seven miles from each. 
Attain persons calling themselves the 
iocky Mouutam Coal aud Iron Company, 
aid claim to a strip of land covering the 
coal cropping, one-half milo \ude and 
tareo miles long, in tho winter of 18G8-0, 
rod immediately commenced opening it. 
The range of hille m which the coal is 
situated is yQO to 500 feet high, and ap- 
jears to conform in direction to tie course 
of Bear river, running nearly north and 
south to the site of the works, then sweep- 
ng round with tho river to'tEe" cast. It 
is composed partly of arenaceous and part- 
y argillaceous strata, and ia very much 
worn down—weathered into a succession 
of rounded spurs, with narrow ravines 
and gulches between. Above the coal are 
iossili/ed deciduous leavec, very much re- 
sembling species now living.

Precautions Ago'"** Storms. 
In connection with the proposition of 


the Government for the daily publication 
of weather reports and the establishment 
of storm signal stations, are several sug- 
gestions which have been offered in con- 
nection with this subject. 
The fearful 


tornadoes of the past summer and autumn, 
and the terrible destruction of property, 
render some of these suggestions valuable. 
Among other?, it is proposed that each 
city, connty seat and principal town a can- 
non be kept ready by the officials at the 
court boose or by a fire company, and as 
soon as the news is received of a coming 
storm it is to be fired three times ; at in- 
tervals of one minute if a tornado, thun- 
der or hail .storm, terrific gale or any de- 
structive storm is approaching; at intervals 
of three minutes if any ordinary rain storm 
is approaching rapidly ; at intervals of 
•jx minutes if an ordia-jy rain storm is 
approaching slowly ; and at intervals of 
ten minutes a destructive river flood is ap- 
proaching. 
Pa case of very destructive 


•torms or floods the signs may be repeated, 
after u suiatable interval to give addition- 
al warning. At large cities when a de- 
structive storm is approaching, fire and 
ohurcli bells may also be rung and steam 
whistles be blown three times, at the same 
intervals as the gun.1*, to increase the warn- 
ing. The Mayors of Now Turk, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, Boston, Washington, 
Cincinnati and other cities have written

recommencing the adoption of the pre 
posed cannon and bell signal* which are 
not provided for in the act of Congress;

The German Terms of Peace. 


A correspondent of the London Times 


traveled on the 16th from Cologne toGies-

lished in Alsace and Lorraine, and obtained 
from him some information with regard to 
he future plans of tho Germans: "My 
compagnon du toyaye admitted at once 
that it is not only the purpose of the Ger- 
mans to retain pewsession of the two French 
provinces, but ultimately to annex them 
to Prussia proper, and not to either Ba- 
varia or Badm.

inhabitants—though, aa my informant 
frankly added, there was no hope of that. 
In time, perhaps, the peasantry- might be 
reconciled to the change; but the people 
of the cities and towns never will bo, and 
the only course which Prussia could pur- 
sue would be to govern them despotically, 
as Russia does Poland, all idea of concilia- 
tion being entirely out of thj^-qnestion. 
The new frontier line is to be established 
•t Chateau-Soling and will not include 
Nancy. My informant stated that Count 
Von Bismarck is now perfectly willing to 
grant, and even desirous of granting, an 
armistice, in order that the French may 
elect a Constituent Assembly, with whom 
peace can be made. It has been distinctly 
offered to Mirshal Bazaino that if he will 
evacuate MeU be will be permitted to 
march out with the honors of war; 
take all his munitions and material, and 
lead his army wherever ho pleases. In 
that event, the Germans are ready to aban- 
don the siege of Paris, and fall back on 
their new frontier line, which they will 
simply defend until an authorized govern- 
ment in France is ready to sign a treaty 
•with them. They care nothing about a 
pecuniary indemnity, and expect to obtain 
none, bat Alwice and Lorraine they are 
bound to hold, and in tho f.iceof the popu- 
lar determination in Germiny, on this 
score even M. Von Bismarck himself dare 
not recede. It is believed tbat Marshal 
Bazitino and bis army remain faithful to 
tn»ir allegiance tou^e Emperor, and if left 
to act without irereretue to the state of 
war and invasion, would re-establish order, 
and overthrow the present revolutionary 
ng\me "

A TltnttLISO TALE OP THE OIL REGION.

"I shall nover forget," said the narrator, 


at he borrowed a chew of fine oat of me, 
and proceeded to stow it away in the cav- 
ity in his month, formerly occupied by 
several teeth, "I shall never, while I live, 
forget an incident that occurred daring 
the early period of the oil excitement In 
Pennsylvania, and there are many now 
living who were eye witnesses of the oc- 
currence, which vrsu the theme of univer- 
sal conversation, while strong men, accus- 
tomed to scenes of bloodshed and;deadly 
peril, shuddered as they releated the story 
to those who were bold enough to desire 
to hear the same. In the Fall of 1805 the 
southern terminus of the Oil Creek Rail- 
road was at Shaffer, a small town on Oil 
Creek that had been called into existence 
by reason of the discovery of oil, and noted 
principally as being the nearest railroad 
point to then famous Pithole City, the 
general headquarters of oil operators, and 
OID most northern outlet of petroleum 
shipments. 


Among those attracted to the oil region 


after the close of the civil war, was a 
young man named James B. Hathaway, 


who, 
after four years of brilliant and dis- 


tinguished service as an officer of volun- 
teers, had come hither in search of the 
wealth that was supposed to be within the 
grasp of everyone. Energetic and ambi- 
tious, it was not "long before he had ac- 
quired a little property, which, by a judi- 
cious system of manipulating, he had dis- 
posed of to certain speculators in New 
York, who in turn sold the same for the 
snug little sum of one million dollars, 
which at that time was about the average 
price of farms really, or supposed to be, 
upon the "belt" This transaction netted 
Hathaway nearly four hundred thousand 
dollars, which he had, with a wisdom sel- 
dom witnessed at that period of oil hia- 
tory, sent to his father residing in Massa- 
chusetts.

He saw a happy home with loves of chil- 
dren climbing his knee, and while Laura— 
hia Laura—sang sweet songa to the deli-
